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REMARKS 

Claims 1-40 were presented for examination. Claims 1-4, 1 1-22, and 29-40 have been 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b). Claims 1-4, 11-12, 19-22, 29-30, and 37-40 have been rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). By this Response, claims 1-4, 1 1-22, and 29-40 have been cancelled 
without prejudice. The rejections of claims 1-4, 1 1-22, and 29-40 are presently moot. 

Claims 5-10 and 23-28 have been objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim. By this Response, claims 5-10 and 23-28 have been amended in independent form 
incorporating the limitations of the respective base claims. No new matters have been 
introduced. Reconsideration of this application, as amended, and allowance of all pending 
claims are hereby respectfully requested. 

Accordingly, it is believed that all pending claims are now in condition for allowance. 
Applicant therefore respectfully requests an early and favorable reconsideration and allowance of 
this application.
